1. The Director, International Cooperation Administration, 
has advised that the requirements of his agency for National Intel- 
ligence Surveys is identical with that approved for FOA by IAC-D-45/12 
(Revision 4) dated 10 June 1953, as revised 18 October 1954. By 
memorandum dated 24 August, the Chairman, NIS Committee, informed 
the Secretary that the NIS Committee has approved the release of 
NIS on all areas to ICA. Accordingly, unless objection is raised by 
a member at the IAC meeting on 7 September, IAC-D-45/12, Part 
II, will be amended to reflect the change fr 
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3. The Secretary does not propose to release SNIE 11-11-55, 
" Some Implications of a System of International Armaments Inspec- 
tion," to USIA. This matter will not be brought up at an IAC meet- 
ing except at the request of a member. 


4. In view of the fact that many of those in attendance at 
IAC meetings are present only part of the time, the Secretary pro- 
poses to discontinue the practice of incorporating in the minutes the 
names of all those attending meetings.
